REAGAN said that actually the reporter who wrote 
the account of his speech at Chicago had done a very poor 
job; that in REAGAN's opinion, the reporter must have drafted 
his account strictly from the introductory part of REAGAN'ts 
speech which deals with the Communist situation in Hollywood 
during the 1945-1947 period. 


REAGAN recalled that he was very active himself 
in combatting and exposing the Commmist-led strike situation 
in the film industry during that period; and that as of that 
time, all of | che statements were probably very true, i.e, that 5 
Communists "were crawling out of the rocks" in Hollywood; 
that the. Communist Party had "ordered a massive. infiltration {) 
of the film industry"; and that the Communists were attempting 
to consolidate Hollywood guilds and unions "under the umbrella fF» 
of HARRY BRIDGES Maritime Union", At any rate, those State- 
ments referred to the 1945-1947 period.

REAGAN said he has never intentionally stated 
publicly or otherwise that these conditions prevail today 
in Hollywood, although he believes the Communist Party 
will always regard the film industry as a prime target. 


In answer to specific questions, Mr, REAGAN said 
the Communist Party has no influence whatever, insofar as he 
is aware, in the Screen Actors Guild (SaG); the International 
Alliance of Theatrical and Stage Employees (IATSE}); Screen 
Directors Guild (SDG); or the Motion Picture Producers 
Association (MPPA). .He thinks there may be some pro-Commu- 
nist sentiment in the.

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| Repair

The medical problem facing the President's 
surgeons yesterday was a routine one. 

Barring injury to the heart—and there was 
none in the President’s case—repairing a single 
penetrating .wound to the chest is a relatively 
straightforward procedure for surgeons exper- 
ienced in trauma medicine. 

Indeed, Dr. Leon Pachter, chief of the trauma 
and shock unit at Manhattan’s Bellevue Hospital, 
said his unit treats 10 to 15 such gunshot wounds 
a week. “Less than 20 per cent of penetrating 
chest wounds require surgery,” Pachter said, “and 
recovery is almost one hundred per cent” in other- 
wise healthy individuals. 

Dr. Dennis O'Leary, dean for clinical affairs at 
the George Washington University Medical Cen- 
ter, where ithe President was taken immediately 
after the shooting, said Reagan was “at no time in 
serious danger” and remained “awake and alert 
with stable vital signs” until undergoing anesthe- 
sia in the operating room. There is “no reason for 
believing significant postoperative problems will 
develop.” 

The President, who remained “absolutely rock 
stable through this entire thing,” according to 
O'Leary, who is not himself a surgeon, “certainly” 
Bhould be able to make decisions by today. 

O'Leary said the single .22-cal. bullet entered 
Reagan’s body “slightly under the left armpit. . . 
traversed down approximately three inches, 
struck the seventh rib” and then ricocheted off the 
rib and penetrated about three inches of tissue in 
the left lung before coming to rest within that tis- 
sue. 

The lung was collapsed, said O'Leary, but was 
successfully reinflated. When penetrated, a lung 
collapses like a deflated balloon because air es- 
capes through the wound and the surrounding air 
pressure and blood push the sides of the organ in 
upon each other. 

The emergency room team, led by Dr. Sol 
Edelstein, the hospital’s director of emergency 
services, worked on Reagan for about 45 minutes 
preparing him for surgery. O'Leary said that Rea- 
gan remained alert, and managed to joke, while 
doctors measured his blood gases—to ensure that 
the blood carried the proper amounts and percent- 
ages of oxygen and other gases—X-rayed his chest 
and abdomen. During,this session a chest drain- 
age tube was inset and other tests were per- 
formed. 

The President was given about 2.5 quarta of 
blood while in the emergency room, O'Leary said, 
and did not require additional transfusion during 
the two hours of surgery. 

O'Leary said the only place surgeon Benjamin 
L. Aaron and his team found significant bleeding 
was the point where the bullet penetrated the 
lung. And that bleeding, said O'Leary, was slow 
enough to allow the transfusion to keep ahead of 
the blood loss, ,

Aaron, chief of cardiothoracic surgery at 
George Washington, joined the medical center's 
staff in August after 21 years in the U.S. Navy 
medical corps, where he reached the rank of cap- 
tain, Before retiring from the Navy he was chief 
of cardiothoracic surgery at the San Diego Naval 
Hospital. 

Before Reagan ‘was operated on he underwent 
a procedure called a peritoneal lavage—or “belly 
tap”—-to determine if there was any blood in his 
abdominal cavity. The procedure involves insert- 
ing a small tube into the abdomen, filling the cave 
ity with a clear saline solution and then draining 
the solution. If the quid turna pink or red, sur- 
geons perform exploratory abdominal surgery to 
Jook for the source of the bleeding, In Reagan’s 
case the fluid was clear. 

dust before the anesthesia was administered, 
the President “wanted to make sure that they {the 
surgeons] were all Republicans,” O'Leary report- 
ed. “They told him that today they were all Re- 
publicans,” O'Leary told those attending a post- 
surgery press briefing at George Washington 
University’ Medical School, across from the hospi- 
tal in northwest Washington. 


O'Leary said the surgery itself went according 
to plan, with no complications. Surgeons made an 
incision approximately six inches long, beginning 
just beneath the President's left nipple and travel- 
ing back under the arm. 

Bellevue’s Pachter said patients with similar 
wounds usually leave the hospital in five to seven 


days. O’Leary said Reagan would probably leave ; 


in one to two weeks. 

According to O'Leary, Reagan may need “a 
modest painkiller for a day or two,” and should be 
totally recovered in 2% to three months. 

But although full physical recovery may take 
up to 90 days, “there is no reason to believe he has 
any impairment of his ability to make decisions,” 
O'Leary said, and the President could conceivably 
resume some of his duties as early as today. 
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President's Fitness Helped. 


Throughout last year’s grueling presidential 
primaries and the general election campaign, 69- 
year-old Ronald Reagan maintained that he was 
in excellent health and was fit for the job in the 
Oval Office, a job that has literally turned youn- 
ger men’s hair gray. 

Yesterday, when an assailant’s bullet struck 
him in the chest, Reagan survived the shooting 
and two hours of major surgery with no initial ill 
effects, 

According to the surgeons who operated on the 
President at George Washington University Medi- 
cal Center, the now 70-year-old Reagan has the 
physiology of a man’ 10 years younger. 

Were Reagan suffering from heart disease or 
any of the major systemic deterioration that often 
accompanies advanced age, the surgery to remove 
the single .22-cal. bullet would have been a far 
more serious matter. 

But Reagan weathered the procedure beauti- 
fully, clearly demonstrating the point made by his 
personal physicians last year when they stated 
that his only health problems were hay fever, a 
touch of arthritis in one hand and a slight hearing 
joss. —Colen 
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A History of Violence 


The shooting of President Reagan follows a 
succession of violent acts against American 
Presidents, candidates and public figures, 

Among the tragedies: President Kennedy, 
Martin Luther King, Robert Kennedy, John 
Lennon, Vernon Jordan, George Wallace, Al- 
lard Lowenstein, Malcolm X, Anton Cermak 
and Huey Long. 

Four U.S, Presidents have been assassinated 
in office—Abraham Lincoln, James Garfield, 
William McKinley and John F. Kennedy. Un- 
successful attempts had been made on the lives 
of three others—Gerald Ford, Harry Truman 
and Andrew dackson—-before President Rea- 
gan. One former president, Thecdore Roosevelt, 
and one President-elect, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
also were the targets of assassins. 

Lincoln was the first President to be killed in 
office. Actor John Wilkes Booth shot Lincoln in 
the head at Ford’s Theater in Washington on 
April 14, 1865. Lincoln died the following 
morning. Booth was tracked down and shot. 

In a railway depot on July 2, 1881, Charles 
Guiteau, an unsuccessful officeseeker, shot 
James Garfield twice. Garfield survived more 
than three months but died of blood poisoning. 
Guiteau was hanged. 

McKinley was shot twice by an anarchist, 
Leon Czelgosz, at the Pan American Exposition 
in Buffalc on Sept. 6, 1901, as the President 
reached out to shake hands. 

McKinley died after eight days. His killer 
was electrocuted a month later, 

John F. Kennedy was shot and killed by Lee 
Harvey Oswald during 2 Dallas motorcade on 
Noy. 22, 1963. 

There were two attempts on President Ford’s 


life in the same month in California by the first 
women to try to kill a President. Lynette Alice 
(Squeaky) Fromme tried to shoot Ford on Sept. 
5, 1975, in Sacramento as Ford shook hands 
with a crowd, but Secret Service agenta 
grabbed the gun before she could fire. Little 
more than two weeks later, Ford was shot at by 
Sara Jane Moore in San Francisco. 

Both Fromme and Moore are serving life sen- 
tences in the federal prison at Alderson, W. Va. 

President Truman was living in Blair House 
when, on Oct. 31, 1950, Puerto Rican national- 
ists tried to break in. One of the attackers was 
killed. The other, Oscar Callazo, was freed in 
1979 by then-President Carter’s act of clemen- 


cy. 

The first attempt on a President’s life was in 
Washington in 1835 when a deranged house 
painter tried to shoot Andrew Jackson with a 
pair of pistols. 

Theodore Roosevelt was running for the 
presidency on the Bull Moose ticket when he 
was shot by saloon keeper John Schrank in a 
situation not unlike yesterday's attempt on 
Reagan, Schrank, waiting outside a hotel in 
Milwaukee on Oct. 14, 1912, fired at the candi- 
date. Roosevelt was hit in the right chest, and 
the buliet angled up about four inches, fractur- 
ing a rib. Schrank was declared ingane and 
confined to a state hospital. Roosevelt lost the 
election. . 

Franklin D. Roosevelt was President-elect 
when he escaped an assassin’s bullets in Miami 
on Feb. 15, 1938. But the shots of disgrunti 
bricklayer Giuseppe Zangara wounded five oth- 
er persons and Killed Chicago Mayor Anton 
Cermak. Zangara was electrocuted. 
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Reagan Improves Further and Gives FBI | 


His Account of the Assassination Attempt

WASHINGTON — President Reagan's 
temperature was back to near normal and 
his condition was improving further yester- 
day as he gave FBI agents his account of 
the assassination attempt. 

The President was questioned in his hos- 
pital room for 28 minutes by two agents of 
the Federaj Bureau of Investigation, which 
is conducting an inquiry into the shooting 
nine days ago. 

Mr. Reagan's physicians authorized the 
interview, White House officials said. The 
session occurred around noon, following the 
doctors’ midmorning examination of the 
President. The doctors said Mr. Reagan's 
temperature had fluctuated between normal 
{98.6 degrees} and 102 degrees since Mon- 
day night. 

The physicians’ report also said chest X 
rays showed some clearing of the Presi- 
Gent's bullet-punctured jung, although evi- 
dence remains of damaged tissue along the 
bullet's path. Mr. Reagan continues to re- 
ceive a broadened range of antibiotics as a 
precaution, the report said.

according to the medical report, which 


added that his condition ‘has improved fur- 
ther.” Still, bis doctors haven't decided 
when Mr. Reagan can be dismissed from 
George Washington University Hospital 
here, Presidential aides said they continue 
to expect that Mr. Reagan will return to the 
White House late this week. 

When Mr. Reagan returns, aides say, the 
White House will stop publishing his daily 
schedule with specific times for his appoint- 
ments. White House officials will disclose 
those times to reporters covering the Presi- 
dent but won't release them publicly. Presi- 
dential aides believe this extra precaution 
could hinder assailants from stalking Mr. 
Reagan.

How soon the president will be ab- 
Te to return to the White House is l- 
so uncertain, with White House 
aides and doctors treating him at 
George Washington University Hos- 
pital considering that on a day-by- 
day basis. Medicat sources indicated 
that “if everything goes just right, it 
might still be this week. If he pokes 
along, it might drift into next week.” 
There were signs yesterday of a 
slight upturn in Reagan’s slow but 
Steady recovery from the bullet 
wound to his chest, and GW spokes- 
tan Dr, Dennis O'Leary expressed 
“cautious optimism” about seeming 
improvements in the president's 
condition. 


“Things seem to be breaking our 
way,” O'Leary said in an interview 
yesterday afternoon. “If this contin. 
ues, his rate of improvement is good. 
Everyone is still watching very care- 
fully, but the atmosphere is, 1 think, 
one of cautious optimism.” 


Over the weekend and earlier this 
week, Reagan’s recovery appeared to 
have slowed down, with the presi- 
dent suffering from a fluctuating 
temperature and inflammation of 
his damaged lung. 


A medical bulletin yesterday indi- 
cated he had “improved further,” 
with his temperature “near normal" 
overnight Monday and yesterday 
morning. A new set of X-rays showed 
“some apparent clearing” of his 
lung, although the films continued 
to show “abnormalities related to 
the injury and surgery” 


Sources indicated that although 
the temperature remained steady 
during the day,a slight upswing into 
the “mild range” — 99 to 101 degrees 
Fahrenheit — was detected in the 
early evening hours yesterday,‘a 
change that was not unexpected giv- 
en the variations in recent days. 


The president again spent most of 
the day yesterday resting and visit- 
ing with his wife, Nancy. After what 
was described as a “peaceful” night, 
he heid his regular morning meet- 
ing with senior White House aides 
and received a written national se- 
curity briefing, which updated him 


_on the Polish crisis. He also met 


briefly with Secret Service agent 
Timothy McCarthy, who was dis- 
charged from George Washington 
University Hospital. 


The president was interviewed for 
a half-hour by two PBI agents, who 
wanted his recollections of the assas- 
sination attempt. The agents were

President Said to Be Target of Arrested Man 


NEW YORK, April 7 (AP) —A 
man who shared John W. Hinckley 
Jr’s affection for actress Jodie Pos- 
ter and who was arrested with a 
loaded revolver today told authori- 
ties he was on his way to Washing- 
ton to kil’ President Reagan, ac- 
cording to a federal prosecutor. 

Edward Michael Richardson, 22, 
of Drexel Hill, Pa, was ordered 
held in lieu of $500,000 bond on a 


charge of threatening to Kill the 
president, after U.S. Attorney John 
‘Martin said in court that Richard- 
gon told federal agents that, if he 
were released, “he would go to 
‘Washington to kill the president.” 
Secret. Service agent dames 
DAmelio earlier had described 
Richardson as sharing an “affection” 
for Foster- with Hinckley, who is 


accused of shooting Reagan last

was arrested at 1 p.m. carrying a

NEW YORK-Secret Service agents ar- 
Tested Edward M. Richardson, a 23-year-old 
Drexel Hill, Pa., man carrying a loaded gun 
here and charged him with threatening the 
Me of President Reagan. 

The arrest came eight days after Mr, 
Reagan was wounded in Washington; John 
W. Hinckley Jr. has been charged. 

Federal authorities said they found a 
threatening letter at a New Haven, Conn., 
hotel where Mr. Richardson allegediy 
stayed. Also found were bullets and Bhoto- 
“graphs of the President marked “targeted 
for death.” 

At Mr. Richardson's arraignment last 
night, U.S. Attorney John Martin said Mr. 
Richardson admitted writing another 
“threatening communication” and making 
an anonymous, bomb-threat phone call to 


actress Jodie Foster, currently a Yale Uni- | 


versity student. Letters to her have been 
found in Mr. Hinckley’s possession. 

Mr. Martin added that Mr. Richardson 
indicated that, if he were released, he would 
Still go to Washington to try to kill the Presi- 
dent and that he made verbal threats 
against Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
and Sen. Jesse Helms (R., N.C}. 

A letter on ‘hotel stationery that was 
found in New Haven Partially read: “To the 
fascist powers . . . 1 depart now for Wash- 
ington, D.C, to bring to completion Hinck- 
ley's reality. Ultimately, Ronald Reagan 
will be shot. If I cannot get the President I 
am prepared to slay some prominent right- 
wing figure.” 

Mr. Martin also said that Mr. Richardson 
recently visited Lakewood, Cole., which is 
close to the residence of Mr. Hinckley’s par- 


ents, but that there didn’t appear to be any ‘ 


connection between the two men, 
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Ss. many of life’s horrors come sud- 
deny on dull, dark days. For Ronald 
Reagan, Monday funch was just anoth- 
er stop on the rubber chicken circuit, 
followed by the chance to pitch his eco- 
nomic program to labor leaders—and 
the predictable lukewarm reception. in 
the drizzle outside the Washington 
Hilton, the President waved and 
grinned and moved toward his limou- 
sine.

arrived at the hospital thinking the pain

The 
news came especially cruelly to the 
First Lady. At the White House, Nancy 
Reagan had just returned from a lun- 
cheon when her Secret Service 

aide told her that Presidential Press 
Secretary James Brady had been shot. 
She rushed to George Washington Uni- 
versity Hospital, where an old friend, 
White House Deputy Chief of Staff Mi- 
chael Deaver, tried to reassure her that 
the President was all right—but inad- 
vertently raised her tears. “If he is 
okay, why can’t! see him?” she asked. 
When Deaver investigated he learned 
a truth he wanted not to hear: The 
doctors, upon removing Reagan's 
clothes, had discovered a bullet wound 
below the left armpit. Nancy rushed in 
to see her husband. “Honey, J forgot to 
duck,” he quipped, commandeering 
Jack Dempsey's excuse after Gene 
Tunney’s knockout punch. Despite his 


brave assurances, Nancy was visibly 


shaken. “She didn’t break down, but 
there were tearsin her eyes and she just

passed—but for four families and the 
nation, the personal agony dragged on.

Reagan prayed in the hospital chapel, 
probably unaware of macabre rumors. 
broadcast by the media that had the 
President undergoing open-heart sur- 
gery and his wounded press secretary, 
James Brady, already dead. She 
talked privately with the wives of the 
two other shooting victims at the hos- 
pital—Brady, 40, who was undergoing 
surgery to remove the bullet that went 
through his brain, and Secret Service 
agent Timothy McCarthy, 31, who 
was shot jn the stomach, Washington 
policeman Thomas Delahanty, 45, in- 
jured in the neck, was taken to the 
Washington Hospital Center. Nancy lat- 
er visited McCarthy's bedside to thank 
him personally. “Mrs. Reagan said the 
bullet that was meant for Mr. Bgagan 
hit Tim,” the agent's sister, Karen, told 
reporters. “She thanked Tim for saving 
Mr. Reagan’s life.” Mrs. Reagan anda 
parish priest both comforted Sarah 
Brady, the wife of the portly, acerbic 
press secretary-—-whose appointment 
Nancy had once reportedly objected to 
because of his unkempt appearance. 
But Mrs. Reagan—like the Washington 
press corps—had come to appreciate 
Brady’s professionalism and wit.

As the ordeal continued, friends and 
family flocked to Nancy Reagan's side. 
In the first hours after the shooting, 
she was constantly comforted by Sen. 

On her return to the White 
Hose at 8:30 p.m., Nancy found her 
son, Ron, waiting for her—he had flown 
in with his wife, Doria, from a ballet en- 
gagement in Lincoln, Nebr. “You 
know how Nancy feels about Ron Jr.,” - 
saysher friend Mary Jane Wick. “They 
just adore each other and will turn to 
_ each other in this. Nancy is extremely 

close with her children, and this is what

They arrived at the 
White House at 5:30 the following morn- 
ing. “We want to be there when my 
father opens his eyes tomorrow to 
show him we do care and we do love _ 
him,” Michael explained. “We never 
discussed the possibility that this would 
happen, because | don’t think it's some- 
thing you ever want to discuss, It 
makes you mad when it happens to 
anybody, but especially when it hap- 
Pens to your father.”

When a reporter phoned JoAnn Hinck- 
ley to telt her that her son had been ar~ 
rested for shooting the President of 
the United States, she reacted with 
stunned disbeliet. “This is some kind 
of joke, isn’t it?” she asked. Inevitably, 
her shock was shared by nearly every- 
one who had known John Warnock 
HinckleyAk. as he passed through a 
nondescript boyhood. To them, 
this blond, blue-eyed son of a wealthy 
oil executive was quiet, polite and de- 
scribabie in all the standard clichés: He 
was “a nice guy” and “a normal kid” 
from an “all-American family.” But 
those who knew him recently remem- 
bered another Hinckley—a gun- 
collecting recluse living in a filthy 
apartment, flirting with fascism and 
fantasizing about a teenage actress he 
would never have the courage to speak 
to. Atyet another level was a hidden 
anger, revealed only to thosd he be- 
lieved shared his fanaticisry’ Recalls 
President-elect Michael Alien, who ex- 
pelled him from the Natiopial Socialist 
Party: “He wanted to shoot people and 
biow things up.” . 
Asisso often the casé, there were no 
landmarks in Hinckley’s background to 
suggest the tortured course he would 
follow. Now 25 years old, he grew up in 
Dallas’ affluent Highland Park area. 
His father—an engineer, president of 
an oil exploration firm and an active 
member of the local Episcopal church 
—set high standards for his three 
children, and Hinckley's brother and 
sister seemed to live up to them. His 
sister, Mrs. Diane Sims, was a high 
school cheerleader and homecoming 
queen. Scott Hinckley entered the fam- 
ily business and became a vice- 
president; ironically, he was scheduled 
to be a dinner guest the night after the 
shooting at the home of Vice-President 
George Bush's son Neil, But in John Jr. 
the flame seemed to be lacking. He 
dabbled in school activities—the Span- 
ish club, the rodeo club and Students in 
Government—but made littte impres- 
sion on teachers opictassmates.

Politicaftritics ‘of the President have 
suggested that much of his seeming 
accémplishment is mostly acting. Last 
week no one said that about his 
courage. Like the cowboy hero he once 
portrayed, Ronald Reagan strode into 
the hospital emergency room under his 
own power, joking off the bullet that 
had jeopardized his life. Throughout his 
ordeal, he varied rakishness with 
sangfroid: He told nurses who flocked 
to his side, “If i'd gotten this kind of 
attention in Hollywood, I would have 
stayed”-——and quoted Churchill's. 
dictum that life’s greatest exhilaration 
is to be shot at without result. “I know 
my father,” Michael Reagan said with 
forced confidence while the surgery 
was in progress. “He'll be running this 
country again tomorrow.” Incredibly, 
he was: The next morning the President 
signed the dairy price support bill from 
his bed in intensive care. 

Reagan's stamina surprised even 
doctors at George Washington 
University Hospital. “He's an amazing 
physical specimen,” said clinical 
affairs dean Dennis O’Leary, who 
called Reagan “physiologically very 
youthful.” A private man with no taste 
for showy exercises like jogging or 
pumping iron, Reagan has for years 
quietly kept fit and trim. He takes pride 
In the fact that he has kept around 180 
pounds—his college football weight 
—by eating and drinking abstemiously 
and by doing 10 minutes of sit-ups. 

He also uses an exercise wheel daily. 
Until the election he and Nancy reg- 
ularly went to a Los Angeles exercise 
studio run by Mike Abrums, who was 
scheduled to install gym equipment in 
the White House just this week.

As substitute for a convalescing Ron- 
ald Reagan, Vice President George 
Bush stepped into a role he had re- 
hearsed behind the scenes for weeks. 

Taking over the President's ceremo- 
nial and office duties, Bush displayed 
confidence that he could assume com- 
mand at the White House while Rea- 
gan, in a hospital bed, remains in con- 
trol as the nation’s Chief Executive. 

This smooth partnership stems from 

no written guidelines, but is the result 
of quiet preparation and a steadily im- 
proving personal rapport between two 
men who not long ago were fierce po- 
litical rivals. 
. Bush moved quickly on March 30 
when Reagan was wounded by gunfire 
in Washington. He cut short a trip to 
xas and returned to the capital to 
coordinate the executive branch. Fol- 
lowing=Reagan’s successful surgery, it 
was the Vice President who appeared 
vt television to calmly reassure citi- 
Bens that “the American” government 
‘is Functioning fully and effectively.” 

Administration insiders described 
Bush as at ease and decisive in presid- 
ing at cabinet meetings in Reagan’s ab- 
sage- The 56-year-old Vice President 
ty avoided appearing presump- 

s by sitting in his own chair and 
leaving Reagan’s vacant. 

Bush also worked in his own office 
rather than in the Oval Office of the 
President, and he permitted reporters 
and photographers only limited access 
to his activities. 

Just before he was wounded, Reagan 
gave Bush a big vote of confidence by 
placing him in charge of overall crisis 
management in the White House, a 
move that publicly displeased Secre- 
tary of State Alexander Haig. 

“Performing weil.” The potential for 
Bush-Haig rivalry was intensified with 
public comparisons of their actions in 
the early tumultuous hours after Rea- 
gan was shot. Consensus: Bush—sea- 
soned in the political arena by service 
in the House of Representatives, Unit- 
ed Nations, Central Intelligence Agen- 
ey and as envoy to China—behaved in 
cooler fashion than Haig. 

Said James A. Baker IH, White House 
chief of staff and Bush’s former presi- 
dential campaign manager: “He is per- 
forming extremely well. He’s filling in 
for the Prbsident without being brash 
or overly assertive.” 

Another top presidential aide, one of 


Bush’s critics in the past, compliment- 
ed him for his discreet actions and con- 
firmed that the Vice President's status 
is growing among longtime intimates 
of Reagan. 

The relationship between Reagan 
and Bush has warmed rapidly in the 10 
weeks since they assumed power. 

On Reagan’s orders, Bush has been

—Behind the Scenes 


Luck helped, but it was the 
Chief Executive himself who 
turned out to be a vital cog 

m the race by doctors and -- 
nurses to save him. 


Ronald Reagan emerged from a 
week of ordeal with a gunshot wound 
in his lung, a 6-inch incision across his 
chest—-and a reputation as a world- 
champion patient. 

The President was expected to make 
a complete recovery. By April 3, ‘he 
had progressed to the point that White 
House officials forecast he might re- 
turn to the Oval Office—at least part 
time—within two weeks of being shot. 

For the next six to eight weeks, the 
nation’s First Patient is to increase his 
activities gradually to regain his physi- 
cal strength. If all goes well, doctors say 
he will be able to ride horseback in two 
tg three months. 

“The prognosis is excellent,” said Dr. 
Dennis O’Leary, dean of clinical affairs 
at George Washington University Hos: 


pital soon after surgery. “He is physio. 


logically a very young man. There 
should be no complications or perma- 
nent injuries.” 

A bright side. Reagan is considered a 
lucky case-—-lucky that the .22-caliber 
bullet missed his heart by several inch- 
es and lucky that he reached the hospi- 
tal emergency room quickly. 

He was also lucky, doctors say, that 
at age 70, he had no underlying health 
problems that could have exacerbated 
his wound or slowed his recovery. 

More than luck pulled the President 
through, however. Talks with the doc- 
tors and nurses on the surgical and in- 

‘tensive-care teams make that clear. 
They told the behind-the-scenes story 
of what happens when the President of 
the U.S. is rushed to a big-city hospital. 

George Washington University Hos- 
pital, three fourths of a mile west of the 
White House, is an older teaching insti- 
tution with up-to-date facilities. 

At 2:35 p.m., on March 30, Reagan 
walked in the door of its emergency 
room with the aid of Secret Service 
men, then fell to one knee. He was 
pale, lightheaded. He was coughing up 
blood and gasping for breath. Not until 
attendants stretched him out in the re- 
suscitation bay of the emergency room 
and cut away his clothes did everyone 
realize that he had been shot. 
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The bullet had bounced off a rib and 
lodged in the lower left lobe of the left 
lung, causing significant bleeding and 
collapsing the lung. 

Attendants moved fast. A tube was 
quickly inserted in his chest to expand 

. the lung and drain off blood pooling 
inside the chest cavity. 

Reagan never went into shock, but 
his blood loss was so great that emer- 
gency. surgery was essential. He was 
given a transfusion of 2% quarts of 
blood—nearly half the normal volume 
of blood in the body. Roughly 40 min- 
utes after arriving at the hdspital, Rea- 
gan was in the operating room. 

“The President was never in serious 
danger,” said O'Leary. “At no point in 
time was he even remotely close to 
extremis”—a medical term for death. 

The 2-hour operation began with a 

~6-inch horizontal incision just below 
the left nipple. Two ribs were 
stretched apart to open up the chest. 

The team, headed by Dr. Benjamin. 
Aaron, first made stire there was no 
bleeding from other organs such as the 
liver, kidneys, spleen, stomach. 

Then the doctors turned to the lung 
and temoved the bullet. They looked 
at the heart and examined major arter- 
ies. Finding everything in order, they 
sewed up their patient and transferred 
him to the recovery room.

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Although the operation is 
considered a major one, Rea- 
gan’s surgery was neither ex- 
traordinary nor rare. 

“It’s a standard type of proce- 
dure,” explains Dr. W. Gerald 
Austen, chief of surgery and 
cardiology at Massachusetts 
General Hospital. “We see it all too 
frequently.” 

Tt was not an easy night, however. 
Concern mounted in the recovery 
room. Reagan was breathing with the 
help of a respirator, but tests to moni- 
tor oxygen in his blood were disturb- 
ing. X-rays showed that blood clots 
were obstructing his airways. 

By 9 p.m,, doctors decided to per- 
form a bronchoscopy——a procedure in 
which a fiber-optic instrument is in- 
serted in a tube already in the patient’s 
windpipe so that doctors can locate the 
blood clots and remove them. - 

Slight setback. Reagan was on mor- 
phine to relieve the pain. His head was 
raised; he was alert and in good humor, 
But the attempted bronchoscopy failed 
because of a kink in the tube. 

Throughont the night, nurses took 
turns removing blood clots through a 
tube with a suction device. Fortunate- 
ly, Reagan's lungs began to improve. 
By 2.a.m., X-rays showed that his lungs 
were close to normal, and an hour later 
he was taken off the respirator. 

At 6:15 am., the patient was moved 
to the intensive-care unit, jammed 
with nurses in yeHow uniforms and 
banks of dials and TV screens that 
monitor vital signs of the very sick. 

Fifteen hours later, Reagan was 
moved again—this time to-a $234-a- 
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across street from Reagan’s hospital. 


day private room with beige walls, two 
blue easy chairs, a rust-colored sofa and 
a television set hung on the wall. 
Meanwhile, the White House took over 
a corridor for use of Reagan’s secretary 
and the Secret Service. 

Despite those accommodations, the 
hospital's guiding principle was to treat 
Reagan like any other patient so that 
ne medical mistakes would be made in 
the tense atmosphere. 

..-To-the hospital staff, Reagan“was a 


model patient. “What impressed me-- 


was that-he was willing to do anything 
that would make him get better fast- 
er,” says nurse Maureen McCann. 

For instance, the key to recovery 
from lung surgery is physiotherapy to 
exercise the lungs. Every 4 hours, Rea- 
gan had to turn over on his stomach. 
The nurses clapped his back to vibrate 
his body and shake the secretions in his 
lung in order to prevent pneumonia. 

This was very important because Rea- 
gan had been hospitalized for pneumo- 
nia many years ago. “Someone like you 
saved my life,” Reagan told McCann. 
“She sat by my bedside and kept saying, 
‘Breathe, breathe, breathe.’ ” Vibrating 
the back can be very painful over a fresh 
surgical incision. “He never com- 
plained,” says McCann. 

Physiotherapy also includes forced 
coughing to bring up sputum. In anoth- 
er exercise, Reagan used a deep- 
breathing device which involved suck- 
ing on a tube to measure the strength 
of his lungs. 

In between exercises, medications 
and examinations, Reagan talked and 
talked. He told nurse Debbie Augsbach 
about growing up in a small town and 
about his father. He reminisced about 
how President Truman could walk

thymes with a doctor. He was con- 
cerned about the brand-new blue 
pin-striped suit he had been wear- 
ing. He got a newspaper, skipped 
the assassination stories, noted the 
finding of another black child’s body 
in Atlanta and tured to the comics. 

The entertainer. Throughout the 
President’s stay in the hospital, his 
sense of humor stood out, His one- 
liners revealed the Hollywood per- 
former with a vaudevillian’s heart. 
For ali the humorous quips that 
drew laughs, however, there were 
just as many that flopped, said the 
staff, 

Doctors know that humor is im- 
portant in responding to stress and 
in speeding up the recovery pro- 
cess. In the recovery room, Reagan’s 

one-liners—written on a pad—not only 
showed that the patient was in good 
spirits but reassured the medical team 
as to his general condition. 

“It was a time of high ansiety,” re- 

_ calls Dr. Jack E. Zimmerman. “The X- 
ray and oxygen studies were bother- 
some. He knew we were worried, but 
it was hard to get overwhelmed when 
you have a patient putting out one- 
liners. It gave everybody reassurance 
that the patient was doing all right.” 

According to a New York City inter- 
nist, Dr. William M. Hitzig, laughing 
and joking have-a metabolic effect on 
the body. Humor, Hitzig explains, 
changes the salivary glands to produce 
more juice. It stimulates hormones 
from the pituitary, hypothalamus and 
adrenal glands—even the -ex glands. 

For the medical staff, one of the 
lightest moments came when nurse 
MeCann resolved a major mystery. She 
was combing Reagan's hair, parting 
first one side, then the other and quiet- 
ly examining the roots. “Now,” the 
President said, “you can tell the world 
I don’t dye my hair.” 

Meanwhile, the business of the Presi- 
dency went on. The day after surgery, 
Reagan signed a bill limiting dairy sup- 
ports. He worried about his signature, 
made wobbly by intravenous tubes in 
his arm. He met with aides. He read 
memos. He made decisions. 

‘When a question arose over whether 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
should cancel his trip to the Middle 
East, it was the President who decided 
he should go. 

“The world has not stopped just be- 
cause of this,” said Reagan. oa

gan had not bled so heavily, surgery might 
not have been done immediately. But an 
operation would probably have been nec- 
essary eventually. Though bullets are fre- 
quently left inside the body when they do 
not threaten further damage, a bullet in 
the jung can travel to the heart and ob- 
struct the flow of blood. 

Reagan was roiled next door into an 
operating suite. Under the watchful eyes 
of two scrubbed and gowned Secret Ser- 
vice agents and the President’s personal 
physician, Dr. Daniel Ruge, doctors be- 
gan anesthetizing the President. They in- 
serted a tube into his mouth and down 
his windpipe and put him on a mechan- 
ical respirator. Then he was gently turned 
onto his right side and placed at a 45° 


angle. In the operation, called a thora- 
cotomy, surgeons made a 6-in. ine 


Washington University Hospital's 
emergency unit, a hastily assem- 
bled team of more than a dozen 
doctors plus paramedics, nurses 
and aides swung into action. 
Seemingly in disorganized fash- 
ion, but actually with speed and 
precision, they moved toward one 
goal: stabilizing the patient as 
quickly as possible. Oxygen was 
administered to aid the President 
in breathing, and fluids were giv- 
en intravenously to raise his blood 
pressure. A reading indicated that 
the systolic pressure (when the 
heart contracts) had dropped be- 
low 100, alarmingly low. Simul- 
taneously, his clothing was cut 
away; as soon as the jacket and 
shirt were off, an oozing, slitlike 
bullet hole was discovered just un- 
der the left armpit. 

Because Reagan was cough- 
ing up bright red blood and com- 
Plaining of chest pain on his left 
side and difficulty in breathing, 
doctors immediately suspected

probably collapsed, a common re- 
sult of gunshot wounds to the 
chest. Normaily, the pressure in 
the space between the lung and 
the chest wall is less than atmo- 
spheric pressure, and this keeps the lung 
expanded; when the chest wall is pierced, 
air enters and forces the lung to collapse. 
To reinflate it, doctors made two small in- 
cisions, one just below the collarbone and 
the other between the seventh and eighth 
ribs, and inserted tubes to suction off air 
and any blood that might have accumu- 
lated from damage to the heart, lungs or 
major blood vessels in the chest. About 
two pints of blood spilled out. Immedi- 
ately doctors started transfusing blood, 
using O negative, a blood type any per- 
son can accept. (Later they began using 
Reagan's own type, O positive.) All this 
‘was accomplished within five minutes of 
his arrival. 

That done, the trauma team could 
proceed more deliberately. X rays of the 
chest and abdomen were taken to try tolo-

clear, indicating that Reagan had suffered 
no injury to abdominal organs. 

But during the 45 minutes of perito- 
neal lavage, blood continued draining out 
of the chest tube, an unusual occurrence. 
In the majority of bullet wounds to the 
chest, bleeding stops soon after the lung 
is reinflated. By now Reagan had required 
a transfusion of five units of blood; that 
meant he had lost about 2% quarts of 
blood, almost half the total amount cir- 
culating in his body. Continued bleeding 
can be a sign that a bullet has caused 
major damage to organs and blood ves- 
sels in the chest cavity. To assess the ex- 
tent of the injury and to locate the source 
of bleeding, doctors decided to operate. 
“It was a major bleed,” said Hospital 
Spokesman Dr. Dennis O'Leary. “That 
was why surgery was required.” If Rea- 


ably killed him quickly. if not in- 
stantly.

He had a pulse rate of 70 and 
blood pressure of 130/80, numbers that 
would please a healthy man. He was en- 
couraged to cough to help get secretions 
out of his lungs. Though breathing hurt, 
he required little pain medication. He 
continued to receive oxygen through a 
nose catheter. White House aides visit- 
ing tha&morning found Reagan sitting up 
and brushing his teeth. He spent the day 
sleeping and reading newspapers; meals 
were soup and gelatin. The next day he 
switched to solid foods and walked a few 
steps. Toward the end of the week he was 
walking down the hospital corridor, and 
doctors were predicting that barring com- 
plications he might return to the White 
House this week and be able to resume 
all physical activities, including riding, 
within three months. One complication 
surfaced at week’s end: Reagan ran a fe- 
ver of 102°. Said Aaron: “It’s a little bit of 
a setback.” 


Tee Reagan seems to be progress- 
ing nicely, controversy continues over 
the seriousness of his condition when he 
entered George Washington University 
Hospital. Some witnesses paint a grim pic- 
ture: the President was stumbling, gasp- 
ing for air, blood stained his teeth and 
lips, and most serious, his blood pressure 
was very low, a sign of impending shock. 
Coupled with this was the considerable 
amount of blood lost in the first few hours, 
Some doctors are convinced that the Pres- 
ident was in “a life-threatening situation.” 
Says a Washington, D.C., surgeon, an ex- 
pert in bullet injuries: “A gunshot wound 
to the chest is always serious, especially 
in a 70-year-old. I am sure that Reagan’s 
doctors were a lot more concerned at the 
time than they acknowledged.” 

But O'Leary and others who attend- 
ed Reagan insist that he was never in dan- 
get. The President, they point out, was 
conscious and coherent and was stabilized 
quickly. He was never in shock. Says 
O'Leary: “With blood, a fittle goes a long 
way. I’m sure he looked bad, but at no 
point was he anywhere close to being 
in extremis.”” . 

As to the blood loss, O'Leary agrees it 
was large (almost four quarts) but says the 
tate of loss is more important than the vol- 
ume. Reagan’s blood loss was steady, not 
gushing, and doctors had no trouble in 
compensating with transfusions. The ma- 
jority of gunshot victims come into a hos- 
pital much worse off, O’Leary says. In 
fact, he contends that the President would 
probably have been ail right even if treat- 
ment had been delayed by as much as 20 
minutes.

B= beneath cur prejudices and the actuarial tables is a fact: Ronald Rea- 
gan, at 70, may have been the healthiest man to assume the Presidency 
since Harry ‘Truman. 

Eisenhower had his Peitis symptoms, and Kennedy” ‘went into power with a 
form of Addison’s disease. Johnson had suffered his first heart attack, and Nixon 
was shadowed by phlebitis. Ford’s otherwise robust physique was Bawed by old 
football injuries. Carter came to the White House with his record showing a pe- 
_tiod of depression after a race for Governor of Georgia in 1966, 

But Reagan, the old man of the bunch, had somehow stayed together. The 
White House physician, Dr. Daniel Rouge, put it this way three days before the 
shooting: “What can I tell a man who is 70 and in better shape than I am?” 
Ruge is 63 and a farm boy from Nebraska, where they claim that if you take it 
through your first year you live almost forever. 


Ruge, stately and cautious, had been chatting on a Friday evening in his 


small White House office about how to sustain Reagan’ ’s good health—and to pre- 
pare for emergencies, the kind that would occur in just 70 hours. 

Ruge had been chosen White House physician because of his association 
with Loyal Davis, Nancy 
Reagan’s father. A neuro- 
surgeon, Ruge had met the 
President in earlier years 
but had not known him as 
a patient. Bit by bit, he was 
accumulating medica! data 
and his impressions of Rea- 
gan’s life-style, these obser- 
vations perhaps more re- 
vealing than any statistics. 

Ruge had watched 
Reagan around the White 
House, seen him at state 
dinners, traveled with him 
aboard Air Force One. 
When Reagan went horse- 
back riding at Quantico, 
Va., Ruge, who spent some 
of his boyhood on the backs 
of his father’s Percherons, 
watched with a certain nostalgia from the fences, “The President is a mar- 
velous physical specimen,” he said. “His very demeanor shows that he is healthy.” 
From that conclusion, Ruge’s approach to White House health was plotted. He 
would not stalk the President, believing that an overzealous doctor can create a 
dependent patient. 

Reagan was his own best doctor in many ways, Ruge noted. ‘The President 
could pace himself, discipline his appetites, his activity. “He simply knows how 
to take care of himself,” declared Ruge. That is in marked contrast to the ex- 
cesses of work and indulgence seen in other Presidents, notably L.B.J. Ruge has 
studied carefully the White House environment, Reagan’s state of mind, any 
symptomis of stress. What he found was reassuring. He noted that those who trav- 
eled with the President, whether staff or Secret Service agents, genuinely liked 
him. That aura, created in large part by Reagan’s humor and courtesy, wasa great 
health benefit. Ruge was also convinced that Nancy Reagan’s dedication to her 
husband was another element in his excellent state of mind and body*@ 

‘The greatest concern of the President’s physician was somehow devising out- 
lets from the White House cloister for the President. Reagan is not a golfer, a jog- 
ger or a tennis player. He likes to ride, but that is not enough. Reagan’s therapy, 
Rouge noted, came from messing around outdoors, It takes a smali-town boy to un- 
dersiand that. Woodchopping, planting, pruning, fixing up and just moving 
around, doing something useful, can keep the eyes clear, the heart vibrant, the

When his canine patrol partner, 
a German shepherd named Kirk, became 
ili last week, Deiahanty was a natural 
choice for the Hilton assignment. The 
trio’s diverse paths led them, for two trag- 
ic seconds last week, into the fine of fire 
between John Hinckley’s revolver and the 
man he allegedly intended to assassinate. 

Brady was by far the most seriously in- 
jured. A bullet entered his forehead just 
over his left eye and crossed through to 
the right side of his brain. Word quickly 
spread that he had died, causing gasps 
and sobs in the White House West Wing 
among aides and members of the seasoned 
press corps, for whom Brady, through his 
wit and warmth, had become more of a 
joyous friend than a mere professional col- 
league. For five hours, surgeons working 
with the aid of a microscope performed a 
delicate craniotomy, lifting off the top of 
his skull to remove a significant portion 
of his right frontal brain lobe, which, 
among other functions, controls motor ac- 
tivity on the body’s left side, When the op- 
eration was over, Brady was stil] alive and 
slowly regaining consciousness. Said his 
relieved surgeon, Dr. Arthur Kobrine: 
“Bight out of ten people die from this kind 
of injury.” 

That so many questions from report- 
ers during the early hours of last week’s 
crisis concerned Brady’s health may have 
seemed somewhat baffling to those out- 

|. side the press corps. In twelve short weeks 
on the job, he had succeeded, despite the 
difficulties inherent in his work, in win- 
ning both the respect and the affection of 
the press. Brady, called “the Bear” be- 
cause, well, he looks a bit like one, has a 
broad relish for life beyond politics. That 
enthusiasm embraces the hapless Chicago 
Cubs, gourmet cooking and, of course, his 
wife Sarah, whom he calls “Raccoon” be- 
cause, well, he thinks she looks like one.

This joie de vivre, iriends like to think, 
‘was more than a match for the gunman’s 
bullet. 

Brady’s humor ranges from jolly quips 
to droll deadpan. Shortly before the shoot- 
ing, he was the guest at one of Wash- 
ington’s institutionalized breakfasts with 

“reporters. Instead of the ight banter and 
gentle questions that tend to open such 
discussions, he was immediately slung a 
sharp query on conflicts within the Ad- 
ministration. After a pause he responded 
with perfect poker face: “Where has fore- 
play gone?” At last month’s Gridiron 
Club dinner, an event that features jour- 
nalists performing parodies of politicians, 
a Brady impersonator lampooned the re- 
port that Nancy Reagan had opposed his 
appointment because he was not “good- 
looking” enough to project the Reagan 
Administration image. Sang he: “She's 
grown accustomed to my face.” Brady 
laughed as Joudly as any of the press and 
politicians in the audience. With the first 
signs that Brady might survive, colleagues

and friends at the White House placed a 
small stuffed Teddy bear with a Cubs’ 
baseball cap on his chair. 

McCarthy, who had been trained to 
interpose his body between the President 
and any gunfire—and who defied all in- 
nate human instincts by doing just that 
—was hit in the right side of his chest. 
‘The bullet passed through the chest mus- 
cles, lung, diaphragm and part of the liver 
before lodging against a rib. An hour-long. 
operation was successful in removing the 
bullet and draining the blood that had col- 
lected in his abdominal cavity. 

Elizabeth McCarthy, his mother, was 
watching television with her daughter 
shortly after the shooting when a tape of 
the tragedy came on. Says Datighter Ka- 
ren: “Suddenly, as we watched, we saw 
where he was hit and fell. We both knew 
at once that it was Tim. Mom gasped. 
We both cried and hugged each other and 
prayed.” As McCarthy recovered from 
surgery, his superiors praised him for ex- 
ecuting his mission perfectly. Said Jerry 
Parr, head of the presidential protection 
detail: “I think what Agent McCarthy did 
was most heroic.” His eldest sister Lau- 
He joked that “thousands of relatives” 
would soon be flying to Washington to 
see their “hero.” “3 

olice Officer Delahanty’s wife also 

saw her husband’s shooting on televi- 
sion. “I didn’t even know he was with the 
President,” she said. The buliet struck De- 
Jahanty’s left shoulder and lodged in his 
neck, damaging no blood vessels but 
bruising a nerve. The result of his wound 
seemed minor: a temporary loss of sensa- 
tion on the inside of his left forearm, ex- 
cessive sweating of the palm and erection 
of the hairs on his arm. In fact, doctors 


saw no reason even to remove the bullet | 


from his neck—until it was discovered 
that Hinckley had used explosive bullets. 
‘They then decided to carefully remove it 
through an incision in his back. After re- 
ceiving praise from official visitors, in- 
cluding Vice President George Bush and 
Mayor Marion Barry, Delahanty was due 
to leave the hospital within days. 

For Brady, the prognosis was not as 
good, though he surprised doctors by his 
survival. At week’s end, although the 
danger of infection or swelling still lurked, 
he was taken off the critical list. Brain 
tissue recovers so slowly that it may be 
as much as a year before the full extent 
of any permanent damage is known. Un- 
til then, each sign of improvement is 
being watched closely and reported hope- 
fully. He has been able to move his 
right arm and leg on command, There 
has even been some movement of his 


left side, He has also been able to; 


count to three and toss a gauze ball. Per- 
haps the most hopeful sign that Jim Brady 
is not only alive but still Jim Brady 
came when he recognized his wife and 
gave her hand a squeeze.
